Upcen belng ques-
tioned about the matter Judge Clark
sald that Mr, Erickeon of Warren
had phoned down to him and re-
quested that he sell to him a fow
yards of the rock and Judge Clark
says he referred the matter to Ent
gineer Tilus who looked into the
matter nnd decided to let Mr, Erick-
don hoave some of the roek. Accord-
ingly he sold Mr. Erickson 13 yards
of the rock for $1.80 & y.rd, Judge
Clark says it I8 not the intentlon tof
goll the rook but inssmuch as it
will not be used this winter on the
roads and thot Mr. Erickson was in
nedd of a emall lob of it, he did not
think It wonuld be out of the way to
accommodute him, especinljy when
the rock was sold at a profit to the
county.
